Tribute to George as Statesman 
Is Attributed to Calvin Coolidge 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—The 


late former President Calvin Cool- 
idge was revealed today to have paid, 
hefore his recent untimely death. a 
flattering tribute to Senator Walter 
F. George of Georgia. | 

Writing from Mr. Coolidge’s old 
home at Northampton, Mass., John T. 
Lambert, former head of the Univer- 
sal Service, Washington bureav, and 
regarded by everyone as the news- 
paper man closest to the former pres- 
ident during his administration. quotes 
Mr. Coolidge as placing the Georgia 
senator in the group of abler elder 
democratic statesmen. 


The late president and Mr. Lam- 
bert were discussing the presidential 
pre-convention convention of 1932 
wherein he foresaw the nomination ef 
Franklin D. Roosevelt as the demo- 
cratic standard bearer. 

Relating his interview with the late 
president, Mr. Lambert today pub- 
lished the following: 

“Calvin Coolidge had a wealth of

draw. There was nothing uncanny 
nor mysterious about his judgment 
nor any pretense to vrecocions fore- 
sight. He was an exact man wao 
saw things simply and could = cut 
through the useless adornment of 
shrubbery to the heart of the subjec*.

Fulton county commissioners 
Tuesday rescinded their action in or- 
dering J. W. Simmons, clerk of court, 
to drop the names of E. W, Lemon 
and D. W. Brown from his revised 
salary list for 1933 showing a 25 per 
cent reduction, and by united vote or- 
dered instead that they be suspended 
for a period of 60 days without pay, 
effective today. At the same time they 
accepted his revised list showing the 
general reduction. 


The board postponed action on cut- 
ting the salaries in the public works 
department and in the department of 
quarantine and sanitation until 2:30 
o'clock Thursday afternoon, when the 
next meeting will be held. Tuesday, 
salary lists of seven departments were 
presented to the board, showing in 
most instances a 25 per cent reduc- 
tion as ordered last week. All were 
accepted except in the case of Sheriff 
James I. Lowry, whose list was re- 
turned to him. Lowry was informed 
that his list had been cut by the board 
and that if he had any comment to 
make on the action he must make it 
in a conference with the commission. 
Some of the individual cuts made by 
the hoard in his department amounted 
to 50 per cent. The sheriff's list was 
fixed when he returned it to the 
board without making any changes 
after heing ordered to do so. The list 
sent back to him Tuesday was one he 
presented after this action was taken, 
and in which he made a blanket cut 
of 25 per cent on all deputies. 

The other budgets accepted were for 
the tax collector, tax: receiver, ordi- 
nary, solicitor of criminal court, and 
the solicitor-general, The tax receiv-

Eton Headmaster, Here on Tour, 
Inspects Atlanta’s Universities 


Dr. Cyril Argentine Alington, head- 
master of Eton College and private 
chaplain to King George V, of Eng- 
land, was in Atlanta Tuesday on a 
tour of the eastern portion of the 
United States in the interest of the 
English-speaking Union. He is accom- 
panied by his wife. 

During the morning he visited At- 
lanta University, and after lunching 
at the Biltmore hotel with Dr. Theo- 
dore H. Jack, vice president. of Emory 
University, he inspected that institu- 
ition, He and Mrs. Alington left for 
Louisville Monday night. 

Dr. Alington, an elderly man of ath- 
letic figure, was asked the _ time- 
honored question, “What do you think 
of America?” 

“It has changed,” he observed. “I 
was last here in McKinley's adminis- 
tration. Then there were no automo- 
biles, and the horses in New York 
wore bonnets—it was mid-summer. 


“Then I went up to the top floor 
of a 13-story office building, and told 
myself that I had had an experience 
worth talking about.” * 

Dr. Alington could see no special 
change in the trend of education. He 
said that the health of King George 
was excellent, or was when he saw 
him recently. 

While in New York the Alingtons 
were the guests of J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan, an old friend of the family. Their 
host met them at the boat and him- 
self took their bags and escorted them 
to his waiting automobile. 

Eton College is England's glorified 
public school. There the country’s 
aristocratic and gilded youth, as well 
as its less favored sons, are prepared 
for Oxford and other institutions of 
higher degree. 

Dr. Alington came up from Savan- 
nah. He was met here by Dr. Thomas 
H. English, of the English department 
of Emory.

|hand touching it, Its horn will sound, 
‘and should a careless pedestrian step 
‘in its way, the car will slow down 
or come to a stop just as if there 
|were a driver at the wheel. 

' Several feet behind another automo- 
| bile will follow. This will be equip- 
| ped with radio, and an operator will, 
| through the application of radio, guide 
the car in front. 

He will start and stop the car, in-

crease its speed and slow it down, 
blow the horn. without once touching 
it. Radio will do everything that a 
driver could. 

Streets with busy traffic, and the 
busy period of the day, will be se- 
lected for Thursday's downtown dem- 
onstration. This will be particularly 
effective because the radio-driven car 
will observe all traffic signals just as 
though a driver were handling it. 

The car will also be made to ob- 
serve the usual courtesies and caution 
that any normally driven car would 
in traffic. 

This mysterious system of remote 
control has already been used success- 
fully in the United States navy. 

A battleship was sent to sea, its 
guns were fired, it was made to exe- 
cute maneuvers, ahd was brought back 
to port solely through the use of radio. 
Not an officer or enlisted man was on 
board. 

Yet the battleship behaved as if it 
were fully manned. Radio applied at 
some distance from the ship did every- 
thing that the trained naval men 
could do: 

The same principle will be applied 
to the motor car in Thursday's At- 
lanta and suburban demonstration. A 
motor car without a driver will take 
the place of a battleship without a 
crew.

republican leaders. 

New Jersey legislators also moved 
to appoint a commission to study 
liquor taxation. . 

In the Georgia legislature, a byl 
is expected to be introduced today to 
legalize beer and levy a state tax of 
60 cents a barrel. The measure 
would provide county option and also 
authorize county taxes.

WHEN A COUGH IS NOT A 
COUGH. 


Before we get into a dispute about 

the subject let’s be sure you know as 
much about the function or purpose of 
the diaphragm as I do—right now I 
have every reason to doubt you know 
enough about this to understand what 
we're talking about. 
_ Briefly, then, the diaphragm is an 
important muscle, voluntary muscle, 
but chiefly under automatic (auton- 
omic, sympathetic), control, elastic, 
dome-shaped, placed like a tarpaulin 
between the abdomen and the thorax. 
When the diaphragm contracts it 
pushes or squeezes down on the stom- 
ach, liver and other organs-and pushes 
out or expands the belly. At the 
saem time it tends to enlarge the ca- 
pacity of the chest cavity and that 
causes air to enter the lungs. So when 
the diaphragm contracts we insp‘re or 
take in air. Then the diaphragm re- 
laxes, rests, and the air rushes out of 
the lungs or is expired, holly 
through the elastic recoil of dia- 
phragm, lungs, chest wall, belly and 
not from any muscular effort. When 
you sigh you relax everything and 
enjoy a grand rest for a moment— 
but unconsciously just before the sigh 
you exert yourself to draw in a deep- 
er, longer breath to sigh with. 

Hiccough or hiccup is a peculiar 
modification of inspiration. It is a 
spasmodic contraction of the dia- 
phragm accompanied with spasmodic 
contraction of the larynx: It is no 
more a cough than a gasp is a yell. 

Ten years ago Dr. Brian Sword (an 
anesthetist, not a surgeon), following 
a suggestion made by Professor Yan- 
dell Henderson, found that the admin- 
istration of inhalations of carb«n 
dioxid gas with air or with oxygen 
gave much relief to patients a 
ing from the abdominal distention that 
follows many operations. Professor 
Henderson had also. shown. that car- 
bon dioxid stimulates peristalsis—the 
rhythmic wave motions by which the 
contents of the alimentary tract are 
propelled. Retarded peristalsis seems 
to arouse or stimulate or irritate the 
phrenic nerve which controls the ac- 
tion of the diaphragm. Peristalsis is 
tremendously retarded by the shock of 
any operation. Well and good, Then 


carbon dioxid inhalations should fit 
in. Dr. Sword found that they did, 
and thus the inhalations became a 
conventional ‘means of relief for not 
only post-operative distention but 
also post-operative hiccup. 

The administration of from 5 to 10 
per cent carbon dioxid and 90 to 95 
ver cent oxygen or air mixture by in- 
alation has proved perhaps the most 
effective treatment we have for ob- 
stinate intractable hiccups. Often it 
stops the spasms within half a dozen 
breaths. 

As a simple home treatment, where 
the condition is not alarming or where 
no physician is available or where no 
inhalator and gas tank is at hand, 
the paper bag method will bring relief 
In most cases, Hold an ordinary paper 
bag such as grocers use as containers, 
over the mouth and nose and breathe 
and rebreathe into the bag for several 
minutes. If the opening is held close 
about the face the bag will soon be- 


| come filled with a fairly concentrated 


carbon dioxid and air misture and 
this will serve the purpose practically 
of a regular gas tank and rubber bag 
inhalator apparatus.

Rainey Says Time Too. 
Short To Form Program 
To Meet Deficit.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—()— 
Every indication pointed tonight to 
democratic failure to enact budget 
balancing revenue legislation at this 
session and an inevitable extra as- 
sembly of the new congress. 

With many elements rising in op- 
position to their move to increase the 
income taxes, the party leaders are 
concentrating on their economy pro- 
posals to bring government expendi- 
tures down to the level of federal in- 


But Representative Rainey, of Illi- 
nois, the democratic floor leader, as- 
serted that “time is too short and op- 
position too strong to get through this 
congress a program that can meet the 
$492,000,000 deficit.” 

“I think a special session, probably 
in April, is inevitable,” he q@ntinued. 

“Then we can effect further econo- 
mies and probably balance the bud- 
get without resorting to a general re- 
vision of the taxes. We also can get 
our beer bill through without any 
trouble.” 

The prediction that the democrats 
would “fall down on. both” enactment 
of new tax legislation and the beer 
bill was made by Representative Snell, 
of New York, the _ republican floor 
leader. 

At his press conference, Speaker 
Garner conceded that whether tax leg- 
islation is taken up at this session de- 
pends upon what President Hoover 
does to the beer and farm relief bills 
but declined to discuss the possibility 
of an extra session. 

Determined to block President Hoo- 
ver’s nroposals to transfer and con- 
solidate more than 50 federal agencies, 
the democrats plan to have the house 
adopt the Cochran resolution vetoing 
his executive orders that otherwise be- 
come effective February 9.

I was not yet 17 years old when 
I went to Dallas to work for an in- 
surance company and to play on its 
basketball team. I weighed about 105 
pounds, Colonel McCombs, who coach- 
ed the company’s athletic teams, want- 
ed me to try out for the track team 
as well as play basketball. He thought 
I would be better for the running 
events because I did not appear heavy 
and strong enough for the field events, 
such as the shot put, the javelin throw 
and the jumps. 

TRIED EVERYTHING. 

But I wanted to do everything, and 
the coach said he would let me try 
out in the various events to see at 
which I was best. Our track team 
was the best in Texas and had cleaned 
up on all the girls’ teams in that 
state. We had a meet scheduled for 
April, so I had less than two months 
to train for it. 

The first day I tried out in prac- 
tice against the other girls on our 
team I outdistanced everybody in ev- 
erything I tried. No one was able to 
beat me at anything. There was one 
girl who weighed about 165 pounds 
and was a shot putter, but I was able 
to beat her. 

This was a surprise to Colonel Mc- 
Combs, who thought I was not strong 
enough for the field events, After 
that he made me give most of my 
practice time to the field events, but 
he had a hard time. I wanted to enter 
every event. It was not with any idea 
of being selfish and winning every- 
thing. I just liked everything and 
wanted the fun of doing it. I had not 
forgotten that my sister Lillie could 
always beat me at running, and I 
wanted to be a good runner, 

FOUR EVENTS. 

But in the first meet the coach let 
me enter only four events. They were 
the high jump, the broad jump, the 
javelin throw and the shot put. I was 
scared stiff the day of the meet. I 
guess I am not as conceited as a lot 
of people think I am. Most of the 
girls on the other teams were older 
than I was, bigger and with more ex- 
perience. I was afraid I was going 
to be beaten. 

After my first try in the high jump, 
and I made it easily, I was hot nerv- 
ous any more. I won all foyr of the 
events I entered and I won another 
gold medal for scoring more points 
than anyone else in the meet.

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Stressed by New Governor 


The state’s financial condition was 
discussed at length and various rec- 
ommendations submitted by Governor 
Eugene Talmadge in his message to 
the legislature Tuesday. 

The message of the state’s new chief 
executive follows in full: 


Ladies and gentlemen of the gen- 
eral assembly, and my fellow coun- 
trymen: 

Sometimes the ambition of a life- 
time is realized, and we stand be- 
fore you today, feeling our inade- 
quacy to express our thoughts and | 
feelings. 

In appearing before the general | 
assembly of Georgia, I wish you to} 
know that I thoroughly realize that | 
the legislative brarch of the govern- | 
ment is the highest branch of our 
government under the constitution 
of the state of Georgia. 

I wish you to know tha. I thor- 
oughly realize that you are here to 
look after the interests of the peo- 
ple of the state while you are here 
and to fix it so I can look after | 
them for you when you have gone. | 


Pledges Are Sacred. 

I feel that campaign pledges and 
promises are sacred things. I feel 
that an official who comes into of- 
fice should give first consideration 
to his campaign promises which he 
carried before the people of the state. 
I want to talk to you about a few | 
of these. | 

Since an emergency has arisen in 
this state, I think it proper and re- 
quest the general assembly of the 
state to stay here in session so as to 
pass on legislation. Under the law 
now the legislature meets for 10 days. 
As I understand it, it can only or- | 
ganize and introduce bills. You can | 
cortinue in regular session, however, | 
by joint resolution of both houses, | 
and I respectfully request that you 
do this and dispose of the emergency 
legislation that requires urgent at- 
tention. 

Asks $3 Tag Fee. 

One of my campaign promises to 
the people of Geofgia was that I 
would try to get them an automobile 
tag for the flat rate of $3. do 
not know anything that would help 
the people of Georgia more and help 
business more than to put $3,000,000 
in the pockets of the people of the 
state, Should you reduce the auto- 
mobile tax to $3, it would leave with 
our people over $3,000,000 to cy AO 
their needs, to buy clothing, to help 
buy school books, to help buy gaso- 
line and other absolute necessities 
of life. This, of course, cannot be 
done for them unless you continue 
in regular session. It has been the 
policy of the revenue department to 
extend the time for buying tags each 
year until the first of March. If you 
give them this $3 tag, the emergency 
would be met and the automobile 
owners could get their tags at the. 
reduced price before many days have 
passed. 

There is another emergency I wish 
to call to your attention: The 
county officers of this state are in 
trouble about their guaranty bonds, 
treasurer's bonds, tax collectors’ 
bonds, county school superintendents’ 
bonds, and other bonds that they are 
to give by statute. This 
trouble arose because of the failure 
of so many banks over the state. 
When the banks failed with county 
funds in them, the officials and their 
bondsmen were held responsible for 
this money. We had a meeting of 
county officers recently at the capi- 
tol. This meeting was attended by 
members of the general assembly, 
both from the senate and the house, 
and a committee was appointed at 
that time to draft legislation more 
exactly defining the liability of the 
bonds and limiting their liadility. I 
think that if a county designates a 
bank as a depository and if the 
state designates a bank as a deposi- 
tory and the officials keep their 
money in such a bank and it fails, 
that the officials should rot be held 
accountable for that money. I think 
this anticipated legislation will defer 
action of the ordinaries and give the 
general assembly of the state time 
to act in this emergency. 

As to Taxes. 


There is another serious emergency 
in this state that needs attention 
before the winter is over. Ad va- 
lorem taxes in a great many in- 
stances are not being paid, and in 
a great many instances the county 
officers whose duty it is to sell the 
property for taxes are not doing it. 
Why are they not doing it? Because 


they know that they cannot sell it, 
and if the county bids it in they 
will have the property on their hands 
and will be out the advertising fees. 
This is a wise business precaution 
they are exercising. 

Due to the non-payment of taxes, 
our schools are in danger, especially 
our rural schools, of having to close 
their doors. The first duty of the 
state, as I see it, after protecting 
a man in making an honest living, 
is to provide for our schools and 
give our children the opportunity of 
a common school education, in the 
elementary branches of the English 
language. If this is neglected, we 
are damming the atream at its 
source. Watch the common schools 
and protect them. : 

We know that our property can- 
not stand the present combination 
of our ad valorem  taxes—state, 
county, municipal and local school 
taxes. It is not only bearing down 
on the farm lands and farm homes, 
but it is bearing down on our towns 
and city property, on homes, store- 
houses, and office buildings. 

Effective Property Laws. 

One of the best solutions I can 
think of for this is for the general 
assembly to put teeth in our invisible 
property laws. Put this property 
where the tax collectors can find it. 
If invisible wealth pays its fair part 
of the cost of government, the tax 
rate on both tangible and intangible 
property can be lowered. 

The people cannot pay the present 
ad valorem taxes. I agree with them 


that they cannot. The people of 
Georgia need a law limiting the | 
amount, the percentage, the millage 
that counties can levy, After all, the 
hard taxes that bear down on the 
people are the local, municipal and 
county taxes and the sky m prac 
tically the limit on them. 

I think in such an emergency the 


legislature should pass legisiation 
this spring that will affect the tax- | 

yers and not wait until August or | 
September, when it will not protect 
the taxpayers for the year 1953. 

My countrymen, d ring the war 
when the price of cotton was 40 
cents a pound, and they paid $3 for 
a bushel of corn meal and everything 
elee was high. the cost of government 
increased, salaries were raised, bu- 
reaus and boards were enlarged to 
give the —— jobs because we had 
plenty of money and taxes were 
easily paid. We must cut the cost 
of our government. 

Would Trim ts. : 

The only way I know t. do it is 
to abolish every department that we | 


In 1932, the highway department 
spent around 15 million dollars. The 
indebtedness of the highway depart- 
ment on December 31, 1932, was over 
10 million dollars, which included 
eontracts let in advance, in the 
amount of nine million dollars. 


I think that the anticipated reve- 
nue of the highway department for 
the first six months of this year is 
overestimated. I do not think this 
anticipated revenue will come in. 
When you give us this $3 tag. I am 
sure this will reduce some of the an- 
ticipated revenue. Our gasoline tax 
will also be less this year because the 
people haven't the money to buy it. 
The practice of anticipating revenue, 
by any department, and doing busi- 
ness in advance in illegal. 


Construes 1931 Law. 


The general assembly at its special 
session of 1931 passed what is known 
as the budget law# My construction 
of this law is that no department 
can act without first having its ex- 
penses submitted to the budget com- 
mittee and having it approved by 
them, and then it can only be ap- 
proved for 90 days. 

Another thing I wish to call to 
your attention, and I am sorry that 
our general assembly cannot control 
this: To my mind, the gravest dan- 
ser which confronts us is the war- 
time freight rates and transportation 
rates in this country. In other words, 
the railroads are persisting in charg- 
ing the wartime rates when every- 
thing else has gone down. 

They are vharging as high a rate on 
a 40-cent bushel of meal as the 
charged when meal was $3 a bushel. 
They are charging as much for haul- 
ing a $35 mule as they used to 
charge for hauling a $300 mule. 
They are charging more for hauling 
two 50-cent crates of cantaloupes 
than they did for hauling a $2 crate 
of cantaloupes from my home town. 
Transportation rates cannot stand 
upon such adjustment with other 
prices. They will have top follow 
along together, and I pledge you that 
while I am governor of Georgia, not 
only my activities here in Georgia 
but my activities with the other gov- 
ernors of the whole United States 
when we meet in convention, I will 
see that freight and transportation 
rates are reduced in proportion with 
everything else, If they are not, then 
the railroads are very foolish and 
are killing the goose that laid the 
golden egg. 

Hits Trucks, Buses. 

Another thing I wish to call your 
attention to is our road-building. In 
the past ten years we have built a 
lot of roads, paved roads, sand-clay 
roads, fine bridges at a great expense 
to the people. We are all proud of 
them. On these roads there are run- 
ning commercial trucks and buses. 
Commercial trucks and buses should 
be regulated for two reasons, First, 
for the safety of the people who are 
traveling our highwars. This legisla- 
tion should deal in weight and size 
of trucks and buses. 

I wish to call your attention to the 
outstanding indebtedness of the state 
of Georgia. The present state deficit 
as of December, 1932 (and all fig- 
ures are as of December 31, 1932), 
according to the state auditor, is 
$7.575.231.87 on a cash basis. 

It is important to note that the 
actual collection of ad valorem taxes 
by the state decreased in round fig- 
ures one million dollars from 1931 
to 1932. 

There is due to the common schools 
on the Barret Rogers fund $932,500, 
and under the general appropriation 
to the common schools $2,189,817.28. 
There are unpaid pensions to Confed- 
erate veterans and their wives of 
$659,520 prior to 1932. There is 
also duc these pensioners the Decem- 
ber, 1932, check. There is $99,000 
available to pay the December pen- 
sions, and eré is also available} 
$63,000 to. pay on the indebtedness to 
oy Confederate pensioners prior to 

Pays Eulogy te Veterans. 

I want to call your attention to 
this: We have very few Confed- 
erate veterans in this sttae. Lee sur- 
rendered at Appomatox almost 68 
years ago, in April, 1865. To meet 
and sbake hands with these old sol- 
diers makes you realize how old 
they are getting. You will know. that 
even the boys who fought in the Con- 
federate army of 14 years of age 
would be 82 years old now, Of course, 
many of their wives are younger. 
They need their money sorely. If the 
list is properly kept and checked as 
it decreases, there will be only a 
few of these left in the coming years. 
We should certainly pay this money 
to those who are entitled to it. 

The state is due our charitable 
institutions for maintenance for 
1982 $663.190.55, and for buildings 
$547,164.15. 

The total amount of money ex- 
pended by the state for all purposes 
in 1932 was around $30,000,000. This 
is too much, The entire cotton crop 
of the state at prevailing prices was 
around $23,000,000, In other words, 
the expense of our government last 
year was $7,000,000 more than our 
entire cotton crop in Georgia for 
that Year at prevailing prices. The 
people of Georgia unqualifiedly and 
almost unanimously demand substan- 
tial reduction in the cost of govern- 
ment, 

My countrymen, it is useless for 
me to dwell at length before the 
members of the general assembly on 
the condition of Georgia at this time. 
You are fresh from the country. You 
have left good men, women and chil- 
dren, and especially white women 
and children, raggedy and barefoot- 
ed, some of them are ashamed to go 
to church and ashamed to go to 
school. Not only have you left them 
like this, but many of them are hun- 
gry and in our cities there are ever- 
increasing bread lines. 

This is the sacred duty that we 
are here to deal with. 

Cites Poetry. 

In good times, in prosperous years 
when everybody had money and taxes 
were easily paid, I imagine a man 
would enjoy being governor and 
have a good time, but at the pres- 
ent time the waves look rocky to 
me, You know that our first duty 
as a legislature is to give justice to 
whom?

SYEAR ROAD COST 


DROPS $6,000,000 


Highway Expense Report 
Delivered to Assembly 
for Approval. 


Revenue of the state highway board 
in 1982 showed a drop of $6,000,000 
as compared with 1931, according to 
a report of construction and mainte- 
nance submitted Tuesday to the gen- 
eral assembly. Activities for the year 
1930, 1931 and 1932 were contained 
in the report. 

During the period of three years, the 
highway department completed and 
placed in use 10.5 miles of bridges, at 
a cost of $2,624,659, and 4,197.7 miles 
of road at a cost of $52,121,224.81, 
the report showed. 

Projects completed and placed in 
progress during the three years in- 
cluded 1,928 miles of grading, gravel 
and drainage; 849 miles of surface 
treatments; 395.7 miles of bituminous 
pavements; 309 miles of reseal pave- 
ments; 907 miles of cement concrete 
pavements, and 6.4 miles of .brick 
pavements. : 

The gasoline tax contributed the 
major share of 1932 income for the 
department, $8,034,798.90, and motor 
vehicle fees amounted to $3,716,297.40 
for the department’s revenue. ‘ Federal 
aid amounted to $3,490,216.63. The 
total revenue for 1932 was $15,643,- 
652, as compared with $21,426,008 for

The governor, who on Thursday 
will take a seat in the United States 
senate, to which he was elected on 
September 14, declared that even 
though expenses will be s:ashed the 


‘efficiency of the state government can 


be maintained because more may he 
had for the tax dollar today than 
could be obtained when appropriations 
now in effect were voted. 

The governor gave over a large 
portion of his address to the effects 
of the reorganization bill enacted 
immediately after he took office in 
June, 1931, asserting that much money 
had been saved the state through the 
law and that additional sums could 
and will be saved if the present 
legislature perfects as far as is pos- 
sible the defects which have appeared 
in the law. 

Cites Benefits. 


“No human being is perfect nor is 
any group of lawmakers perfect,” the 
governor said after citing the good 
wrought by the reorganization law. 
There are some things which the re- 
organization bill sought to accomplish, 
but has not accomplished and it there- 
fore is up to this legislature to remedy 
the things that have been shown 
wrong.” 

The governor warmly praised the 
work of the members of the board of 
regents and the beard of control. The 
former operates the state university 
system and the latter looks after the 
eleemosynary institutions.

Savings in a Budget Need Not Be Stupid

When the budget class members 
came to the discussion of the savings 
item in their budget lectures they 
were were certain they were going. to 
he bored, Strangely enough they en- 
jored it immensely. 

In the first place, the teacher said 
that “thrift” did not mean saving and 
never spending. On the contrary she 
said that thrift often implied spend- 
ing. but doing it intelligently. 

It may be thrifty, for instance, to 
visit the dentist twice a year or a doc- 
tor when the first unpleasant symp- 
toms are felt. A small expenditure 
at that time may save huge bills later. 
But more of this in the discussion of 
money spent under heading “higher 
life.” 

The teacher said that there are 
three major ways of saving. 

First comes the building up of a 
bank account. As all the class knew 
from sad experience recently, there 
are savings banks and saving banks. 
But tragedy should not end the trust 
in good savings banks. Secondly, in- 
surance is a form of savings—and 4 
most excellent one. Thirdly, invest-

ments in bonds and carefully studied 
stocks. The class smiled grimly when 
stock investments were mentioned, but 


the teacher hastened to explain that 
there were still safe and sure bonds 
and other investment securities, De- 
pressions have been weathered er? 
this and the business and manufac- 
turing of the country have come back. 

“How. much of one’s income should 
be put into savings?” “The least 
amount under normal conditions is 10 
per cent. Fifteen is better,” said the 
teacher. “But don’t forget that giving 
a child an education may prove a 
splendid investment for the future. 
Perhaps that’s where your savings are 
going. And even so,” she concluded, 
“it’s a grand feeling to know that a 
safe bank has the equivalent of a 
year’s salary safely put away in your 
name.”

SENATE BODY PUSHES 


REPEAL RESOLUTION 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—(P)— 
Though Speaker Garner's opposition 
threatened to block final action at 
this session of congress. senate lead- 
ers agreed today to push ahead with 
the Blaine prohibition repeal resolu- 
tion, hoping that house leaders would 
yield. 

Despite Garner's attitude and a 
demand by other house democrats for 
a repeal proposal more in line with 
th: party’s platform, senate democrats 
expressed a desire for a vote on the 
measure and Senator. Robinson, the 
democratic leader, announced: 

“The senate will have an opportu- 
nity to vote on it at this session.” 

Senator Walsh, of Montana, assist- 
ant leader, concurred and further pre- 
dicted the measure would be approved. 
Simultaneously on the house side, Rep- 
resentative Beck, republican, Pennsy!- 
vania, announced the republican wet 
bloc would meet Friday morning to 
consider the resolution. He expressed 
personal opposition to it. 

Pressing for senate attention close 
behind the repeal resolution was the 
house bill to legalize 3.2 per cent beer 
by weight. Chairman Blaine called a 
meeting of his judiciary subcommittee 
to act upon it tomorrow. 

The repeal resolution § holds first 
place on the senate program after the 
pending Glass bank reform bill and 
appropriation measures, by agreement 
of party leaders. Blaine reiterated to- 
day he would call it up at the first 
opportunity. 


DRY GROUP APPEALS 
FOR BEER BILL VETO 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—(P)— 
Dry organizations already are carry- 
ing their case against the Collier 3.2 
beer bill to President Hoover and will 
make still more vigorous appeals for 
his veto should the senate follow the 
house and approve the méasure. 

First of the prohibition organiza- 
tions to ask a presidential veto was 
the American Temperance Society of 
the Seventh-Day Adventists. In a let- 
ter to the chief executive, the society 
said “‘while prohibition has not -aceam- 
plished all that was intended” it had 
been “a sufficient success to warrant 
its continuance.” 


CIGARET TAX SLASH 


URGED BY CAROLINIAN 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—(4)—A 
bill to distribute one-sixth of the fed- 
eral tax on cigarets to the states if 
they will forego their own levies was 
introduced today by Representative 
Doughton, democrat, North Carolina. 

Doughton, a ranking member of the 
ways and means committee, said in 
his measure that the income to the 
government from the cigaret tax had 
dropped from $359,000,000 in 1930 to 
$317,000.000 in 1932, and attributed 
part of the decrease to taxes on the 
tobacco by the states and municipal- 
itier.

Shares, after a couple of hesitant 
hours, swung upward with a vigor 
that suggested hasty short covering, 
reserving their best efforts for thie 
last hour when wheat’s climb of 2 to 
® 1-2 cents a bushel, brought livelier 
action on the stock exchange. 

(‘otton had-a less strenuous ses- 
sion, but added 45 to 75 cents a bale 
to its market value. Bonds plugged 
away at their heartening advance; 
considerable activity developed in sec- 
ondary issues. 

The rise that finally brought many 
net gains of 1 to 4 points for shares 
started in a rather desultory way 
shortly after noon, following publica- 
tion of United States Steel Corpora- 
tion's unfilled tonnage statement. The 
backlog dropped only 161 tons in De- 
eember and because a larger decrease 
had been widely expected traders 
found a pleasant = surprisé in this 
news. Some short covering followed. 
but the market did not become notably 
strong until wheat was closing in Cbi- 
cago. Sales during the last 50 min- 
utes approximated 600,000 — shares. 
roughly half the total day's business 
of 1,146,837 shares. 

United States Steel issues were in 
demand, the common rising more than 
2 points and the preferred about 4. 
Wheat's bulge lent a hand to the farm 
group. Case jumped around 4 points 
and Harvester nearly 2, while mail or- 
der issues firmed. 

Industries generally were strong.

Mitchell, 
chairman of the National City Bank 
of New York, sounded today a mod- 
erately hopeful note at the annual 
meeting of the bank's shareholders. 


Mr. Mitchell stressed the present 
dislocation of foreign currencies, due 
to their renunciation of the geld 
standard, and declared that America 
should consider the entire probiem 
in a spirit of co-operation. 

“Of vital importance to the prog: 
ress of recovery im this country, 
said he, “is the re-establishinent of a 
staple relationship between the dol- 
lar and foreign currencies, thus - re- 
lieving our price structute from the 
most destructive of all kinds of com- 
petition, namely, that of depreciating 
currencies of competing nations. 

“Since it is neither practicable, nor 
indeed thinkable, for the United States 
to adopt either the course of at- 
tempting to withdraw behind impene- 
trable tariff valls. or that of enter- 
ing upon a competition in currency 
depreciation of which the end is zero 
for all, there remains on!y the aiter- 
native of co-operation with foreign 
nations in the effort to cemove such 
obstacles as may still bar the way of 
their return to a gold basis. 

“Above everything else, this coun- 
try should avoid any action or dec- 
laration of policy affecting the in- 
tegrity of the standard of value which 
may renew the uncertainty which 


existed upon that subject one year 
ago and which then had most unset- 
tling effects. Any untoward step of 
that character would increase the 
state of world confusion, and render 
futile the hope of early international! 
co-operation to the end which all 
countries desire.” 

Mr. Mitchell pointed out that the 
danger of panic had bern averted 
with the return of currency to the 
banks and gold to the United States 
and with the liquidation of a large 
body of short-term foreign investments 
“which has been an uncertain element 
for years” the country “is in stronger 
position in consequence.”

GENERAL RATE GUI 


HIT BY RAILROADS 


Any general reduction in class rates 
would be disastrous to the railroads, 
for the reason that such a genera! 
reduction would involve many com- 
modities that are not affected by 
motor truck competition, representa- 
tives of the rail carriers told the 
Georgia public service commissioli 
Tuesday. Briefs are to be filed by 
February 1, decision having been re- 
served by the commission.

The commission granted the request 
of railroad attorneys for postpone- 
ment of a case involving proposed dis- 
continuance of emergency charges. 

fhe railroads contend that should 
the commiission reduce the rates in 
Georgia it would have the effect of 
working discrimination against inter- 
sta:e commerce and also would be an 
incentive for other state commissions 
to take similar action, thus making 
further reductions in their revenues. 
In enswer to questions by the com- 
mission, witnesses for the railroads 
testified that while the reduced rates 
may increase to some extent the vol- 
ume of traffic they are now handling 
it is their opinion that the increase 
in volume of traffic would not be 
sufficient to offset the losses in reve- 
nue that would be sustained through 
reduction.in rates. 

The railroads said that they have 
made volun reductions in rates on 
many commodities for the purpose of 
meeting motor truck competition ani! 
in most cases where reductions have 
been made they have retrieved a large 
part of this traffic. Rates now in ef-

Protest against a reported move in 
the legislature to abolish the depart- 
ment of Confederate records, now a 
part of the state pension commission, 
is voiced in letters sent out by the 
Georgia division of the United Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy. 

The compiling of the Confederate 
soldiers’ roster is now only about 
three-fourths completed after several 
years of work in a handicapped man- 
ner, according to the letters. The U. 
D. C. suggests that the state appro- 
priate a fund sufficient to pay some- 
one to go to Washington, D. C., and 
make copies of the original and offi- 
cial records of the Confederate soldiers 
of Georgia. 

The letter is signed by Mrs. Izzie 
Bashinski, of Dublin, president of the 
Georgia division, U. .; Mrs. Ju- 
lian C. Lane, of Statesboro, historian; 
General William L. Grayson, of Sa- 
vannah, commander of the Georgia 
division, Sons of Confederate Veter- 
ans, and General William E. Dancy, 
of Savannah, commander-in-chief of 
the Sons of Confederate Veterans. 

The Confederacy military records 
of Georgia, captured by the northern 
army and never returned, are now in 
the United States war department at 
Washington and are accessible to the 
public. The gove rygppent furnishes 
gratis a few of the ‘soldiers’ service 
records each month and the depart- 
iment of Confederate records has got- 
ten many records in this manner, but 
the method is too slow, the letter says. 

“World War records, at a cost of 
several thousand dollars, have long 
|been copied from the official service 
records in Washington, D. C., and 
filed in the office of the adjutant-gen- 
eral of Georgia. This was the right 
and proper thing to do, but wrong for 
us after 67 years delay not to finish 
compiling the glorious deeds of those 
soldiers who so honorably wore the 
‘jacket of gray.’”

Georgia Prison. Conditions 
Defended by Jurist at 
Cartersville. 


CARTERSVILLE, Ga., Jan, 10.— 
(P)—Claude C. Pittman, judge of the 
superior court, Cherokee circuit, has 
entered the ranks of jurists opposing 
charges of “modern reformers” that 
conditions in Georgia prison camps 
are bad. 

Judge Pittman, shinai the Bartow 
county grand jury yesterday, said 
modern reformers seem to think they 
can cure sin of its stain and deter 
crime without punishment.” He said 
these reformers “heed not the lessons 
of history; they tear down, but do 
not build ; they would reap, but not 
sow.’ 

“Homes, schools, games, religions. 
armies, states and nations,” he said, 
“must have rules, customs and laws, 
and must provide penalties for their 
infractions and must even take life, 
liberty and prosperity, at times, that 
the creations of God’s hands and of 
man’s works may have security on 
the earth.” 

Referring to alleged proposed 
changes in the penal systems, udge 
Pittman added that “if the prison 
commissioners could get the 
consent. of their consciences to betray 
society by discharging all of the old 
guards and wardens and fill their 
places with our misguided modern re- 
formers, and allow them to put into 
practice their ‘humane rules and sug- 
gestions,’ in but a little while there- 
after the ranks of the warden reform- 
ers would be decimated by deaths and 
burials and our prisoners—guilty of 
murder, rape, forgery and the rest— 
would all be free.”
